PROPOSED AMENDMENT. 


The proposed 
amendment to the 


Constitution, changing the time of the 
meeting of the Legislature from the 
first Monday in January to the first 
Monday in February, is noir being ad- 
vertised throughout the State for the 
information of the people. Before this 
amendment will be in proper form for 
the people to vote npon it will have to 
run the gauntlet of the nez( Legislature, 
when should it meet the approval of 
that body, the voters will be called 
upon to accept or reject it at the elec 
tion in 1882. The object of the amend- 
ment is a good one. Under the present 
system the reports of the State officers 
are not submitted to the Legislature 
until late in the first mouth of the ses- 
sion. Thus for nearly thirty days leg- 
islators are without data to frame ap- 
propriate and needed legislation, and 
everything has td be rushed through at 
the end. By changing the time of the 
meeting of the Legislature to the date 
named in the proposed amendment, all 
delay will be avoided, and members can 
know the eiact 
condition of State 


affairs on the first day of the session. 


The suggestion of our evening cotem, 


that Hon. J. C. Hagerman should go to 
the front as the Democratic candidate 
for U. S. Senator is out of place. There 
is no possibility of any Democrat secur- 
ing that great prize, and then, again, 
Hagerman is in training for the Guber- 
natorial fight two years hence. 


INCOME TAX SUIT. 


The suit against SamuelJ. Tilden, for 


non-payment of his income tax, has 
dragged along for several years, as if it 
was desirable to show to what length of 
time till important case could be de- 
layed. We hf.ve no doubt the people 
are anxious to have their curiosity satis- 
fied by a decision in this somewhat 
notorious proceeding. We find in some 
Washington correspondence a statement 
of a few of the causes which have re- 
sulted in the continued postponement 
of the suit, and as they are not devoid 
of interest we append the following: 


A prominent officer of the Internal 


Revenue Bureau is authority for the 
statement that the Government was 
fully prepared last Spring to begin the 
direct prosecution of the case against 
Mr. Samuel J. Tilden for non-payment 
of his income tax, as required by the 
construction put upon the law by the 
treasury Department. The case was 
postponed, he says, until next Novem- 
ber at the suggestion of the counsel for 
the 
Government, the defendant, of 


course, interposing no objection to de- 
lay. The reason for that postponement 
aas just transpired, aufl the report is 
that the United States District Attorney 
and the special counsel for the United 
States in this case were both "stalwart'-' 
Grant men, and had the same faith in 
the nomination of General Grant at 
Chicago that they had in the nomina- 
tion of Mr. Tilden by the Democracy at 
Cincinnati. 
The 
array of evidence 


which the Government had collected to 
sustain its case against Mr. Tilden, it 
was believed, if made known before the 
nominating convention met in Cincin- 
nati, would utterly destroy all hopes of 
his selection by the Democrats. That 
there might be no obstacle to his nomi- 
nation so far as they could prevent it 
was decided not to press the suit at that 
time, but to allow it to go over to the 
Fall term of the United States court. If 
Grant was defeated then the case was to 
be pressed for trial in November and the 
whole force of the accumulated facts 
was to be let loose to Mr. Tilden's det- 
riment. The District Attorney and the 
special counsel were both delegates to 
the Chicago Convention and beiong to 
the alleged "Old Guard." They lament 
ihat the programme was not carried out, 
but will, it is understood now, be more 
zealous for the prosecution of the case, 
next Fall, especially if the Republican 
electors should be in a minority, in 
order that the next administration may 
not obscure the case by a change oi 
counsel. This is the will of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, who does not see 
any good reason for further delay. 


The construction force engaged on 


the extension of the Northern Pacific 
Railroad west of the Missouri, will com- 
plete 'the grading to the Yellowstone 
early in October.

A* QUESTION OF RESI- 


DENCE. 


The Carson Appeal, opposing Sharon, 


claims that he i,s not a resident and that 
if elected Senator his seat will after- 
wards be contested under a clause in 
section 3, article 1 in the Constitution 
of the United States, which reads as 
follows: 


No person shall be a Senator who 


shall not have attained the age of 30 
years and been nine years a citizen of 
the United States, and who shall not, 
when elected, be a resident of that State 
from which he is chosen. 


The Appeal says: 
Tbe legal definition of the word in- 


habitant is fonnd in Bui-rill's Law Dic- 
tionary, volume 11, page 77:

INHABITANT. [Lat. inhabitans, frem 


inhabitare, from in, in, and habitare, to 
a veil.] 
One who dwells or resides 


permanently in a place. Webster—One 
who has a fixed and permanent abode 
in a place. A resident and inhabitant 
mean the same thing. 2 Kent's Com. 
430, 431, note. 20 Johns B. 208. Wai- 
worth, C. 8 Wendell's B. 140. But 
citizen and inhabitants are not synony- 
mous. 12 Peters' R 219, 329, Barbour, 
J. The Lat. inhabitare, the root of this 
word, imports by its very construction, 
frequency, 
constancy, 
permanency, 


habit, closeness of connection, attach- 
ment both physical and moral, and the 
word in serves to give additional force 
to these senses. 


Now the fact that Sharon claims a 


residence in Nevada from the fact that 
he voted at the last primaries in Vir- 
ginia City does not cover the ground 
required* by the Constitution of the 
United States. He must be even more 
than a technical citizen, he must be a 
constant, permanent and regular physi- 
cal inhabitant of the United States. 


In answer to the above Appeal article 


is the annexed communication to the

EDITOR ENTEBPBISE: Since the ques- 


tion of want of residence is so strongly 
urged as an objection to Senator Sharon 
as a candidate for re-election to the 
United States Senate, it will not be out 
of place to consider what constitutes a 
residence 
True, we have the anthor- 


ty of the Carson Appeal that he 
(Sharon) must be a positive resident of 
he State. I suppose the Appeal editor 
will not deny that Mr. Sharon was such 
resident when elected in 1874. There 
certainly was no journal in the State 
hat fought stronger for his election or 
hat abused the few Republicans who 
opposed him, with more vehemence 
.han did this same Carson Appeal, and

Is Sharon an 
exception to the general rule? 
Was 


Stewart a resident of Nevada on the 
Appeal basis after being elected to the 
Senate? How much time did Nye and 
Stewart expend in Nevada outside of 
that necessary to procure their re-elec- 
tion? 


No man lives in Nevada for its pleas- 


ures, and a Senator of the United States 
is not expected to spend his leisure in 
any particular locality. Is it not a 
fact, Mr. Editor, that many of our 
greatest statesmen procure residences 
in Washington and vicinity and never 
think of returning to their constituency 
until their term of office expires? 


The plot being concocted in Virginia 


to put Hillhouse, a Democrat, in the 
Senatorial chair of Nevada, is all in the 
eye of the Appeal editor. It is barely 
possible that some of the ultra Senators 
from the Solid South might join with 
the Appeal in the foolish attempt to de- 
prive Sharon of his seat if ejected on so 
flimsy a pretense as the want of citizen' 
ship, but no honorable Democrat from 
the North would -for a moment enter- 
tain such a position, I repeat that, so 
long as Mr. Sharov is the accredited 
agent of Nevada, he cannot, except by 
impeachment, lose the residence he re- 
quired before and by snch election.

He is of calm, cool, calculating natnre, 
with much refined rigidity of personal 
mannerism and scholarly in his habits 
and speech. Accordingly he has only a 
few earnest supporters, and these are 
not themselves of a class to accomplish 
much in.the ceaseless, energetic, zeal- 
ous, hot wprk of a difficult and fierce 
Senatorial contest. 
The qualities in 


which Senator Booth is most deficient 
are the very qualities most prominent 
and recognized in General Miller, who 
is an astute political manager, of win- 
ning address, popular manners and 
keenly alive to all the arts and perfect 
in all the blandishments which prevail 
with the average legislator who has a 
vote for United States Senator. But be- 
yond personal considerations, General 
Miller has that most essential auxiliary 
power behind him—almost unlimited 
capital—and this alone, as Senatorial 
elections have gone f jr years in the Pa- 
cific States, notably in California, can 
be safely reckoned its the controlling 
power when all other conditions are 
anything near equal.
